Congestion in Borough 



Narberth has become such a busy, 
little community that steps must be 
taken to solve its parking problems. 
So Borough Council decided Monday 
night, and as a result the Planning 
Commission next Wednesday night 
will consider making a survey of the 
business section.

As for long-time parking by indi- 
viduals, it is pointed out that modest 
fines are the only means of enforcing 
the one-hour parking signs; that one 
hour should be sufficient for anyone to 
shop; that unrestricted parking is per- 
mitted on Windsor and other avenues 
only a block or so away from the 
business district; that when cars are 
permitted to park only one hour, sev- 
eral can occupy the same space in the 
course of a day; but that when one 
car transgresses its time limit, the 
business section suffers and other 
wuuld-be parkers are inconvenienced 
for lack of space.

WALTER DAMROSCH, dean of 
American musicians, climbed as 
a tiny child upon the piano stool of 
his parents' home in Breslau, Si- 
lesia, more than seventy years ago, 
to embark upon an unparalleled mu- 
sical career. Today at seventy-six, 
symbol of American musical cul- 
ture the world over, the tall dlstin- 
Riilshed-Iooking, vigorous and alert 
Damrnsch bridges a gap between 
the classicists of the last century 
and the modernists of today. His 
proudest boast Is, "I am an Amer- 
ican musician." 

Walter Damrosch's earliest me- 
mories of his father, later the fa- 
mous American conductor Leopold 
Damrosch. are of his being host to 
the elite of European musicians. 
The Damrosch home was a rendez- 
vous of artists. Here were enter- 
tained Wagner. Liszt, von Bulow, 
Clara Schumann. Joachim, Auer 
and Rubinstein. Wagner was god- 
father for another Damrosch boy, 
his namesake, who died in early 
childhood. 

The elder Damrosch brought his 
family to America when Walter was 
nine and soon became a leading 
figure in the New York musical 
scene. Walter's education was ex- 
tended by trips to cultural centers 
of the Old World, during which b,e 
renewed his childhood acquain- 
tances with Wagner and Liszt. He 
was twenty-three when his father 
was fatally stricken while conduct- 
ing a series of Wagnerian operas at 
the Metropolitan, and the young 
man took over his baton, promptly 
to become recognized as the leading 
exponent of Wagnerian opera in the 
New World. 



Conductor at the Metropolitan, 
impresario of bis own German opera 
company, conductor of the New 
York Oratorio Society and of the 
New York Symphony Orchestra, 
composer, author, lecturer and edu- 
cator, he has been a leader of 
American music for more than five 
decades. He has been honored with 
doctorates by New York University, 
Princeton, Columbia. Brown. Penn- 
sylvania. University of New York 
State and Washington and Jefferson 
College. 

He is president of the National 
Institute of Arts and Letters and a 
member of the American Academy 
of Arts and Letters. 

His radio broadcasts on music ap- 
preciation have been received with 
growing acclaim for ten years. 
Now. with a weekly audience of 
more than seven million, these lec- 
tures are generally regarded as his 
crowning educational achievement. 

One of his four grand operas, 
"The Man Without a Country." 
first performed May 12, 1936. was 
selected for reproduction by the 
Metropolitan as a feature of its 
1937-1938 season. 

A vigorous exponent of American- 
ism In music, Damrosch has con- 
ducted premieres of many American 
compfeitions. He is a member of the 
American Society of Composers, 
Authors and Publishers. 

Recently, upon being felicitated 
on completion of an Important mu- 
sical task in the midst of many 
duties, he remarked with charac- 
teristic energy, "So much more re- 
malnis to be done that I long for at 
least one hundred more years ot 
life."

Miss Henry is a fourth jrrade home- 
room teacher, but teaches the fourth 
and fifth jrrailes arithmetic. 

The fourth grade at the beprinniiiR 
of the year reviewed the tables and 
regular addition, substraction, multi- 
plication and division. They use 
"Flash Cards" for accurate and rapid 
work. Now k>ng division is being 
studied. 

The fifth grade is studying addi- 
tion, subtraction, multiplication and 
division of fractions. They have re- 
lay races. That is, each row passes 
to the board and are given a problem. 
The child with the first correct an- 
swer is winner for that row. Then 
the winners have a race. 

Miss Dale is a home room teacher 
for the fifth grade and teaches his- 
tory and civics to the fourth and fifth 
grades. 

From the beginning of the year the 
fourth grade studied about the early 
peoples of the world. Now they are 
studying the travels of Marco Polo. 
They made a cathedral in connection 
with the early town, and because it 
was the tiling prized most highly in 
those times. 

The fifth grade studied the settle- 
ment of America and its explorers. 
They also learned of the struggle be- 
tween France and England. Now they 
are being taught of the movement 
westward. In connection with their 
work, they are constructing a colonial 
kitchenMn the corner of the room. The 
class is divided into six committees. 
They are a? follows: 

1. Working on walls, fireplace and 
floor. 

2. Working on ladderback chair, a 
trunk, chest, candle dripper, a but- 
ter churn, and a gridiron. 

3. Pewter dishes, candle, hour glass, 
candle mould. 

4. Lantern, bellows, brush and 
broom, shovel and tongs, warming 
pans, snuffers, cradle, wooden spoons, 
bowls and pitchers. 

5. Andirons, wooden basket, musket, 
powder horn, table and kettles. 

6. Rug, and dressing a doll. 

ELEANOR HAYWOOD. 

The fourth and fifth grade litera- 
ture teacher is Miss Rarick. 

In the fourth grade the pupils had 
a rubber exhibit, and also made pet 
booklets. They studied the children 
of all countries and had an auditorium 
program about them. Now they are 
studying China. The students planted' 
lilies of the valley for Easter gifts. 
They are making a series of illustra- 
tions of children of lands that were 
read about in library books. 

The tilth grade was interested in 
winter sports. They read and wrote 
storiir- about spurts. They studied 
herus such as Helen Keller and 
learned to read braille.
